AT OPENING OF

Crowd Expected To At­ 
tend Naturalization 
To Be Held In 
Field Near Town 
Tonight. 


Under leaden skies which held a mo­ 
m entary threat of rain and with only 
a handful of the expected 10,000 per­ 
sons in attendance, the annual convo­ 
cation of the 
Pennsylvania 
realm, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Kian, got un­ 
der way at noon today. 
Although local klan officials adm it­ 
ted th at only a small group of vis­ 
itors was on hand, they said others 
were arriving hourly and held to the 
belief th at before evening G ettysburg 
would witness a large influx of mem­ 
bers of the secret order. 
The rainy week and the continual 
th reat of additional wet w eatherareex- 
pected to cut down the estim ated a t­ 
tendance, but local 
klansmen 
were 
certain today that if the w eather is 
favorable Saturday, the parade, which 
is to be one of tho features of an­ 
nual convention, will be considerably 
larger than last year. 
It was pointed out by klan officials 
in explanation of the small crowd on 
hand for the opening of the conven­ 
tion at noon that there were no a t­ 
tractions for visitors this afternoon. 
This evening, however, they said, the 
naturalization iiTl*xpected lo bring 
many persons to G ettysburg to par­ 
ticipate in that affair. A public m eet­ 
ing to be addressed by prominent klan 
officials will precede the naturaliza­ 
tion, which is scheduled to take place 
at if o’clock tonight. 
Registration and a tour of the bat­ 
tlefield were on the program for this 
afternoon. 
The parade Saturday afternoon at 
4 o'clock is expected to be the m ag­ 
net for a large inpouring of residents 
of Adams and adjacent counties, eager 
to see the members of the secret or­ 
ganization march through the prin­ 
cipal streets of town in the white 
and colorful uniforms of the klan. 
OAS MURDERER 
TO HANG HIM 


Doomed Man Attacks 
Warden 
as Death March to Gallows 
Was About to be Started.

Butte, Mont., Oct. I.—Tony Vet- 
lere, convicted murderer, was hanged 
at the county jail here early today 
after he had been overcome with tear 
gas following an attack on officers 
who attem pted to lead him to the 
scaffold. 
Entering V ettere’s cell shortly be­ 
fore the time set for the execution, 
a deputy sheriff instructed the con­ 
demned man to preoare for the death 
march. 
Vettbre seized a piece of 
iron pipe which he had concealed in 
his bed and dilove the officer from 
the cell following him down the cor­ 
ridor brandishing 
the pipe and a 
knife made from a large spoon. 
Confined to the corridor 
Vettere 
shouted insults at the officers and be­ 
rated the judge who had sentenced 
him to death, daring anyone 
to a t­ 
tem pt to take him to the scaffold. 
Other deputies brought 
tear gas 
and started spraying it into the cor­ 
ridor, driving Vettere back into his 
cell where he finally dropped to the 
floor. 
, His arms and legs were secured as 
he lay in the cell and he was carried 
to the gallows. He revived sufficient­ 
ly to renew his shouting as the trap 
was sprung.

The appeal will be heard by Fed­ 
eral Judge Albert W. Johnson for 
the middle district of Pennsylvania, 
who granted Attorney Hersh the right 
to bring the case before him.

Happenings of D a y s Gone by 
as Chronicled in The Star 
and Sentinel and The 
Gettysburg 
Times, 
the Files Reveal. 


FIFTEEN y e a r s ago 
Pennsylvania 5, Gettysburg 3.— 
Gettysburg 
College, 
its 
students, 
alumni and friends were more than 
proud Saturday 
over the showing 
made by the football eleven on Frank­ 
lin Field, Philadelphia, when they 
held the University of Pennsylvania 
to a 6-3 score, and had the Quaker 
City university most fearful of de­ 
feat. Just what impression the team 
and its individual players made is 
best to by an extract from the “Phila­ 
delphia Press.” 
That youth, Leathers, will be a 
hero for many moons in the historic 
Village where the North waged a 
battle against the South. 
He was 
everywhere during three periods of 
the game, or until he was so badly 
battered and tired that he permitted 
himself to be led to the sidelines with 
a satisfied smile as 
the Gettysburg 
contingent paid him the homage due 
him.
